Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S. C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statements filed December 30, 2003 and June 9, 2005 are 
acknowledged. See enclosed IDS forms. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 is indefinite as it recites that the cells "are inclined with respect to extension 
directions of the pillars", however it is not clear what are the "extension directions of the pillars." 
It appears that the pillars extend in various different directions (see pillars 14, 15, and 16 in 
Figure 1). Therefore, it is clear what the reference to inclination of the cells being claimed is. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States, 
(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 2002- 
019567 (cited in EDS). 

JP 2002-019567 discloses a curtain airbag having gas distribution paths (from 11a and 
12a; see Figure 1) with a plurality of cells which are inclined (see Figure 1). 

7. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 2002- 
240674 (cited in IDS). 

JP 2002-240674 discloses a curtain airbag having gas distribution paths (see Figures 5 
and 6) with a plurality of cells which are inclined (see Figures 5 and 6). 

8. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Hall et al. 
(6,945,588). 

Hall discloses a curtain airbag having gas distribution paths (see Figure 1; left and right 
top sides of airbag) with a plurality of cells which are inclined (see cells 52; Figure 3). 
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Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Nanbu shows inclined cells. Green et al. shows inclined cells. Fischer shows an 
airbag of interest. Takahara shows an airbag with plural distribution paths.
